HOUSE OF LORDS. 
Faisay, Fane 3. 
Snop-Tax Bit. 

THE order for the fecond reading of the fhop-tax bill ha- 
ving taken place, und it being propofed to commit it, Lord 
Vifcouat Stormont expreffed his regret on being obliged to op- 
pofe any of the taxes neceflary for the fupply of the current 
year. It was, however, matter of furprife to him, that an 
Adminiftration, which had been fo lavith in their promifes of 
reducing the national debts, and diminithing our burthens, for- 
getting the profpect they had exhibited, fhould impofe fo {e- 
vere a tax upon the public; a tax the moft partial, arbitrary, 
and unjuft that could poflibly be devifed. His Lordthip then 
went at large into the principle of the bill, reprobating every 
ground on which iz could be fupported. If it was intended to 
tax the fhopkcepers, it was a bafe aggravation of an injury al- 
ready fuftained. ‘They had already been taxed beyond their 
proportion in the houfe-tax. But the injury, then infliéed 
without defign, was in this encreafed with a deliberation, the 
injuftice of which was apparent tovall. If it went to tax the 
confumer, it contradicted every principle of taxation, in raifing 
infinitely more on the public thau was received by the Exche- 
quer. In fhort, it was a tax of infamous partiality, which, o- 
verlooking the houfe of the upulent banker, and the warehou- 
fes of the wholefale trader, was chiefly dire@ed againf a {pe- 
cies of indufttious poverty, which particularly merited the en- 
¢ouragement of the Legiflature. 

Lord Syduey faid, the apology made by the noble Vifcount 
who had fpoke lait, was no more than neceffary, when it was 
confidered that it was not the meafures of the prefent Adnii- 
niftration which rendered the new burthens unavoidable = and 
how refponGible an office that noble Lord had held, whea the 
meafares were enforce? which had occalioned that necefhty. 
His Lordthip thea defended the tax againg the charges of par- 
tiality and injaltice ; admitting, however, thar fomne of che ob- 
jections againit it contained beth force and jultice ; bur con- 
tended, that fuch was the burthened (hae of the coustry, that 
every Iefs exceptionable fubjett of taxation had been already 
pre-ocenpied. He ther reezrmed to his former fuiged, and re- 
probated, with wermrh, the fom to the tax; remarking 
at the fame time, thar che preient mioifer, im the inftance oF 
the receipt-tax, had adopted 2 very different conduct. 

Lord Loug ags expreffed his farwede ae the manvcr in 
which his noble Siend (Lard Stormer) bad been aafwercd. 
He had objeéted to the propriety, the Stark, and the jabice 
of the prefent tax; the anfwer to thes was—Whe carried on 
the American war? If obfervstions of fick 2 maure, and al- 
Jufions fo remote, were admined ro pofitk say weight, there 
was an end of all axgumest. Hic Lordéhip thea juftiGed the 





oppofition to the tax; fack am copataion, he 2ferted; 
being often » and wanted. He asnikaaced in che cafes 


of the fuftian tax, and the af for regabating the Scotch difiil- 
lesies. ‘The former of which, he Giid, in would bare been 





much better to have ftopped in that Houfe, than that the Mi- 
nifter fhould have been compelled, as he was, to repeal it ; 
and the latter, which pafledi/ub /ilentio, was at once a difgrace 
to policy and juftice. «It had not, indeed, been repealed, but 
“it had Y fered what was infinitely worfe ; it had in reality been 
fupprefled by the open agreement of thofe, whofe duty it was 
to enforce it. The Juttices of the Peace, who faw the flagrant 
injuttice of fining any three heritors of the parith indifcrimi- 
nately for the offence of the diftiller, as ordered by the act, 
had refufed to carry its provifions into execution, = 

His Lordhip then proceeded to difcufs the principles of 
the bill. After expatiating on the arguments that had been 
urged againft it, he remarked, that in many inftanccs it would 
not prove a tax on the fhopkeeper or confumer in general, but 
on that moft ufeful clafs of fociety, the manufacturers ; as 
the fhopkeeper, finding he could not raife the duty on his 
cuftomers without endangering his bufivefs, would raife it on 
the induftrious manufaéturer who fupplied him, by infilting-on 
a reduction of his prices, which, however fevere, muft in moft 
inftances be granted. ; ; 

The conduct of the prefent Minifter relative to the receipt 
tax, which had been held forth as a model on the prefent oc- 
cafion, did not feem to him to merit encomium. If inftead 
of a determined manly oppofition, he had thought proper mere- 
ly to * hint a fault, and hefitate diflike,” furely no praife 
could be annexed to the procedure. The tax was cither good, 
in which cafe it fhould be embraced, or, it was bad, and 
theu a fpirited oppofition would certainly have been more ho- 
nourable. 

The Lord Chancellor, having quitted the woolfack, entered 
into 2 long defence of the Minifter with refpect to the fuftian- 
tax, and the regulations @f the diftilleries in the Highlands. 
His plea: for the firft was, that the Minifter was no weaver, 
and of courfe deficient in operative knowledge ; in repeating 
the tax he had fubmitted therefore to better information. 
With refpect to the fecond, he obferved, that as the topogra- 
phy of the Highlands was not familiar to the financier, he had 
therefore been obliged to recur to harfl#r meafures to enforce 
the collection of it. 

After thefe jacular obfervations, his Lordthip proceeded to 
defend the tax in queftion, by which he aflerted the thopkeep- 
er would gain upon his cultomers. The tax being general, he 
maintained, that one could not, on this account, underfell a- 
nother ; and that tho” too much might poflibly be raifed at firft, 
yet, from the competition among the traders it would foon find 
its level. At all events he contended it was highly impro- 
per that any one fhould oppofe a tax without fuggelting a fub- 
ititute. 

Lord Stormont replied, that the tafk of providing a fubiti- 
tute by no means relted with the oppofers of a tax, but was 


the duty of the minifter. 


The queftion being then put, that the bill be committed, it 
was carried without a divifion. 
IxtsH Propositions. 
The order of the day being next read, for going into the 
Irith Propofitions, the Earl of Carlile prefented a petition 


from the Chamber of Commerce, praying, that they might »e« 
pats tow aiaw, Or aeteelh shes chey mignt be allowed fome 


time to confider of the tendency of them. The petition was 
ordered to lie on the table. 

Lord Carlifle then prefented a petition from the Glafs Ma- 
nufacturers of London againft the fame, which being read, he 
moved, that the petitioners: have leave to be heard by them- 
felves or counfel. 

The Lord Chancellor moved an amendment, by leaving out 
the words ‘ or counfel.” ° 

Lord Carlifle expreffed his furprife and indignation at this 
procedure. His motion, he faid, had been brought on thus 
early, merely to try the condué adminiftration intcnied to 
— He was forry he -had occafion fo foon to aagur ill 
of it. 

Lord Camden expreffed his approbation of the amend nent : 
Highly as he thought of the afk tance of counfel, when que- 
ftions of law, or facts, involved in intricacy, demanded their 
aid ; their prefent interference, he was of opinion, could only 
tend to needlefs protra@tion. ‘Too much, it was certain, could 
not be given to deliberation, but too little, it was equally fo, 
could not be given to delay. He had no objestion; he faid, how- 
ever fuperfluous it was in the prefest ftage, to hear the manu- 
facturers themfelves, though their evidence could only tend to 
corroborate that already before the Houfe. He would not re- 
ject one of their petitions, though-the Houfe of Commons had 
been teifed and tormented, with them for three months paft. 
But he could by no'means approve of,the-introdution of coun- 


fel, which would anfwer no good purpofé, as it was on a fub- 


ject with which they were totally unacquainted. . Thefe opini- 
ons at the fame time his -Lord{hip profelled to lay down, not 
as a member of Adminiftration, though to fuch the noble 
Lord had direéted.his -queftion. An application fo directed 
was in his opinion highly improper, if not indecent. Such a 
body did nor exift colfcétively in that Houfe ; they could {peak 
their fentiments, therefore, oaly individually, and for them. 
felves, as he profeffed to do on the prefent queftion. 

Lord Carlifle defended himfelf from the charge of indecen- 


« cy, contending, that the queftion was ftri@ly proper when ad- 


drefled to admimiftration. He then reprefented, in {trong 
terms, the flagrant injuftice of refuling the petitioners a hear- 
ing by their countel; which, as they were not in general qua- 
lihed to fpeak for themfelves, was the only fair manaer in 
which they conid be heard. 

_ Lord Vifcount 7: head admitted the force of the reafon- 
tng which had been ufed, but Sid the bufinefs had been alrea- 
dy too tong delayed; therefore it was neceflary, in order to 
preferve the cordiality that now exilted between the two na- 
trons, that crery expedition thould be ufed conGftest wich 
propriety. 

“Phe Earl of Sandneich afferted, that ix was contrary to the 
ufage, and abfolutely beyond the power of Parliament ro refufe 
che petitioners the privilege. * The introduction of counfel, he 
wet of opinion, would not tend to protra%, but to fhoren the 
bufiaefs. Lf the examination of witneffes were to be left to 
the Houfe, gucitions would be afked without fyftem, and with- 
omtend; bar by fubmitting the arrangement to men of profef- 
Gocal abilixies, the enquiry mutt certainly be contragded. 

Lord Loughbercugh faid, that bad he been previoufly in- 
farmed of the objeGinne made to the hearing of the manufa@u- 
vers, he thoukid have accufed his informer of an intention to 
flander the honour of the Houle. He could not have concei- 
‘ved, that when a manafadturer, by devoting thofe talents 
which God and Nature had given him to the moft ufeful pur- 
poles, had precluded himfelf from that cultivation of them ate 





ceflary for public fpeaking, he fhould be punithed for that fup- 
pofed criminality, by being obliged to give a partial ftatement 
of his caufe, or through his inability, perhaps, a total mifre. 
prefentation. 

A Noble Lord, for whom he profeffed the moft unvaried 
reverence and effeem, had obferved, thar the manufaurers 
bad fei/ed and toemented the Houfe of Conimons for near three 
months. It was furely an incautious word. The Noble 
Lord would not, he was certain, condemn the prefent peti- 
tioners, a priori, of entertaining fuch an intentioa. Amon 
them was the name of Mr Wedgwood, a gentleman, who, by 
uncommon abilities, had fingly e(tablithed a manufacture whieh 
enriched this kingdom, and {pread it felf over the globe. Foi. 
fed againft fuch merit, miniffers and anti-miniflers would, to- 
gether, kick the beam.—A few fuch might atchieve what was 
fcarcely poffible———they might confirm to England advantages 
equal to thofe which prefumptuous ignorance was about to la. 
vith by the introduction of the prefent propofttions. 

That ignorance, he faid, which framed them at firft, had 
been obliged to confefs its deficiency. Eighteen new propofi- 
tions formed a Phoenix fpringing from the afhes of the former 
fyftem. Butthis Phoenix the Houfe had now before them, 
with wounds infli@ed on its body, and feathers plucked from 
its tail, winged, crippled, and affording on the whole a fpeca- 
cle the moft wretched appearance. His Lerdthip concluded 
witb arguing f{trongly for the admiffion of counfel. 

Earl Gower admitted the neceflity of carrying on the prefent 
meafure with expedition ; but fuppofing that no effential diffe. 
rence would arife from permitting the petitioners to be heard by 
counfel, declared himfelf a friend to the meafure. 

The Lord Chanceller continued to maintain, that the Houfe 
were not actually bound to grant a hearing by counfel, but as 
in the prcfent inftance it would not be difficult to reprefs the 
exuberance of counfel, he would agree to withdraw the a- 
mendment he had moved. 

Lord Carlifle, on the amendment being withdrawn, congra- 
tulated the Houfe on the defeat of the moit tyrannic and unjuft 
meafure that had ever been propofed. As their Lordthips 
could now go on with propriety, he hoped they would in their 
future decifions oppofe the precipitancy with which the prefent 
meafures had been carried through the other Houfe. 

Lord Carlifle’s motion being then put, it was carried without 
a divifion. 

HOUSE OF COMMONS.

THE fecond reading of the London corn bill was, after 

fome converfation, poftponed to this day three months. 
Scotcn JupGes. 
The ordct of the day being read for ving into a Committee 


on the bill for diminithing the numbcr of the Judges of the’ 


Court of Seflion in Scotland, and for encreating their falaries, 
and thofe of the Barons of Exchequer, 

The Lord Advocate rofe and faid, he did not at prefent 
with to enter into any difcafion on the particulars of the bill, 


as he did not intend that it fhould be carried through daring 


the courfe of the prefent feffion. H-, however, thought it pro- 
per, that the intention of the bill might be underftood, and that 
the Houfe might recognife the principle of it, to move fome 
refolutions : Phe firtt was, * That it is the opinion of this 
Committee, that the number of the Judges in Scotland ought 
to be diminifhed.” 


Lord Maitland arraigned the improper manner in which | 


this bill had been intreduced into the Houfe, which he confi- 
dered as a direct infringement of the executive prerogative. 
He reprobated the idea of the Houfe binding itfelf to acknow- 
ledge the refolution now moved by the learned Lord, when he 
at the fame time waved the difcuflion of it. When it fhould 
come to be debated, he had many arguments to adduce againk 
the propriety of diminifhing the number of the Scotch Judges. 
It was a country, he faid, whcre influence was exerted in eve- 


ry caufe of any importance that came under the cognizance of . 
| their Courts ; and furely it would be highly impohtic to make 


that influence more effectual by diminifhing the number of the 
Judges, which was in fome degree a fecurity for their integri+ 
ty: 
Mr Dundas eontended, thatthe number of the Judges in 
Scotland by far exceeded what was neceflary for the difpatch 
of bufinefs ; and he was convinced one thing would refult from 
diminifhing the number of them, that the fituation would in 
future be filled by perfons of abilities, to which it might be an 
object from the propofed encreafe of the falaries. Att prefent 
the appointment of a Judge was often beltowed on choke who 
had intereft, without regard to talents, which were not fappo- 
fed to be abfolutely neceflary to one or two on a Bench where 
there were fifteen Judges. He faid he would not at prefent 
trouble the Committee with any thing further on the fadjee. 
He would referve his arguments till the queftion came to be 
debated. ; 

Mr Edex objected to the refolution, as it was irregular. 

Lord Maitland could not by any means agree with the Rt. 
Hon. Gentleman (Mr Dundas) in his affertions. He was 
convinced that the encreafe of the falaries, as it made the ob- 
je& more defirable, fo it would render it more an objeé for the 
exertion of undue influence. 

Sir James Fobuftone alfo {poke againft the motion. 

The Lord Advocate then withdrew this refolution, and ma- 
ved, That it is the opinion of this Committee, that the falaries ° 
of the Judges in Scotland ought to be encreafed in tlie follow- 
ing proportion, to be paid from the proper fund : 

To the Lord Prefident of the Court of Seffion, 2200 L 

To each of the Ordinary Judges, 1100 1. 

To the Chief Baron of the Court of Exchequer, 2200 1. 

To the Puifne Barons, 11001. per annum, in place of the 
falaries and atlowances now paid te them. . 

The Judge of the High Court of Admiralty, 4001. peran- 
num, in lieu of fentence money, fees, and perquifites hereto- 
fore paid to the fame Judge. 

Sir William Cuxyngham {poke in favour of this refolution, 
and concluded his fpeech with a panegyric on the Lord Prefi- 
deat of the Court of Seffion. 

After which the refolution was put, and canied without 2 
divifion. 

The countryof Scotland'in general, and the Bench and Bar it 
particular, have in the whole of this bufinefs, been much obliged 
tothefriends of the late Adminiftration. Tt is well known, that 
the Gentlemen who under that Adminiftration held the lw 
offices in Scotland, avowed an intention to procure am 
of the fataries of the Judges, without dim:nifhing their nsum- 
ber, and without bringing any additional burden om the State. 
Fiad their fuccefors in-office takep up the fame plan, it would 
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have met with no oppofition, and the Judges would, in the 
courfe of the prefent feflion, have been in pofleflion of their 
advanced falaries. A very different fcheme, however, was a- 
dopted, which being unconttitutiona] in itfelf, rafhly taken up, 
and precipitately brought forward, met with the univerfal difap- 
probation of the people of Scotland, and the friends of the 
late Admminiftration. On the Houfe having reprobated the di- 
minution, and warmly fupported the augmentation, the former 
was given up, and the latter carried, fo that the meafure will 
now come out in the fhape originally intended, ‘to the fa- 
tisfaction of the country and the credit of the Court, and 
without an unneceflary infringement of the conftitution of Scot- 
land, as eftablifhed by the articles of Union. 
Excise Bir. 

Tn a Committee of the whole Houfe on the bill for bringing 
into one aét all the Excife judicative laws, Mr Gilbert inthe 
Chair, 

Mr Beaufoy recapitulated what he had faid on a former day 
on the principle of the bill. ‘The Speaker, the Attorney-Ge- 
neral, and Mr Pitt, were again{t carrying through the bill this 
fefion, and recommended a delay till it could be confidered 
with the deliberation its importance demanded. 

The Chairman then reported it, and it was ordered to be 
printed.
